ORDINANCE NO. 2003-001 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 
AMENDING SECTION 17-115 OF THE CODE OF LAWS AND 
ORDINANCES RELATING TO THE PALM BEACH COUNTY 
GOVERNMENT, RELATING TO THE TOURIST 
DEVELOPMENT TAX PURSUANT TO THE “LOCAL 
OPTION TOURIST DEVELOPMENT ACT,’ PROVIDING 
FOR REMOVAL OF MEMBERS FOR LACK OF 
ATTENDANCE; PROVIDING FOR APPEAL OF LAWS IN 
CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; 
PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS 
AND ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE 
DATE. 


WHEREAS, Section 17-115 of the Code of Laws and Ordinances relating to Palm Beach 
County Government / Ordinance No. 95-30, as amended, the Tourist Development Ordinance of 
Palm Beach County, hereinafter “Ordinance,” levied a Tourist Development Tax (“bed tax”) and 


created a Tourist Development Council (“Council”) to advise the Board of County Commissioners 


: (“BCC”) concerning the use of “bed tax” revenues; and 


WHEREAS, the Ordinance provides for terms and conditions of membership of the Council 
including provisions concerning removal for lack of attendance; and 

WHEREAS, the BCC adopted Resolution R-2002-1606 which established a countywide 
policy for removal of members of advisory boards, committees and commissions of the BCC for lack 
of attendance; and 

WHEREAS, the BCC wishes to amend the Ordinance to bring its provisions concerning 
removal of members for lack of attendance into conformity with the new County policy; and 


WHEREAS, the Council has reviewed the proposed changes to the Ordinance and 


: recommends amendment of the Palm Beach County Code/Ordinance; and 


WHEREAS, the BCC hereby finds that these revisions to the Ordinance are in the best 


‘interest of Palm Beach County. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 


Section 1. Section 17-115, Tourist Development Council, Subsection (c), Removal for lack 


of attendance, is deleted and replaced with a new Subsection (c) which shall read as follows: 
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(c) Removal for lack of attendance. Members of the Council shall be automatically 
removed for lack of attendance. Lack of attendance means failure to attend three (3) consecutive 
meetings and or failure to attend more-thamone-ha}f at least two-thirds of the regularly scheduled 
meetings sehedtted during a calendar year. Participation for less than three-fourths of a meeting 


shall be the same as a failure to attend a meeting. Exetrsec-absences-dtetotiness-absence fromthe 


attendamee-Exeuseca Absences shall be entered into the minutes at the next regularly scheduled 


meeting of the Council. Members removed under this paragraph shall not continue to serve until a 
new appointment is made and removal shall create a vacancy. 

Section 2. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT: 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated area of Palm Beach County in 
conflict with any provision of this Ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 

Section 3. SAVINGS CLAUSE: 

The provisions of the repealed Ordinances are reenacted herein and shall continue in full 
force and effect without interruption with such modifications as contained in this Ordinance. This 


Ordinance is a continuation of the former Ordinances and all rights and liabilities under the former 


Ordinances are preserved and may be enforced. 


Section 4. PENALTY: 

Any person convicted of violating any portion of this Ordinance shall be punishable as 
provided by law. 

Section 5. APPLICABILITY: 

This Ordinance shall be applicable in the unincorporated and incorporated areas of Palm 
Beach County. 

Section 6. SEVERABILITY: 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of this Ordinance is for any reason 
held by the Court to be unconstitutional, inoperative, or void, such holding shall not affect the 
remainder of this Ordinance. 


Section 7. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES: 


The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Code of Laws and 
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Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The sections of this Ordinance may be renumbered or 


relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section", “article”, or 


other appropriate word. 
Section 8. EFFECTIVE DATE: 


The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective upon filing with the Department of 


State.
